The Ked Men. 



"We have searched the columns of 
the Government organ for several days 
in the hope of finding even an attempt- 
ed refutation of tho very damaging 
statements of Mr. Smithe, M. P. Pi,' 
as to the course of tho Government 
upon Indian Affairn. That gentle- 
men showed very clearly that not only 
had the Government memhers of the 
Committee on Indian Affairs absented 
themselves from the meetings of the 
Committee, but that when tho report 
was laid before the House they asked 
to be allowed a single day of grace in 
which to appear before the Commit- 
tee. The Houso, with that noncha- 
lance which characterized it during 
the last session, consented; the report 
went back to the Committee; the Chief 
Commissioner, after behaving in a 
most ungentlemanly manner, told tho 
Committee plainly that they would not 
be allowed to report. He was as good 
as his word. The Governor arrived 
punctually at 2^ o'clock— the hour of 
meeting on the last clay — the House 
was prorogued, and tho Committee 
were not "allowed to report." It may 
suit tho purpose of the Government to 
shun an inquiry into acts which may 
provoke an Indian war at any moment. 
It may benefit a few of their support- 
ers to gobble up the public domain 
without pausing to inquire whether 
the Indian title has been extinguished 
or not. It may gratify their smull souh 
to know that in depriving tho native 
population of an opportunity of earn- 
ing an honest livelihood by the culti- 
vation of lauds th.it are tueir heritage 
they tuo driving th«m to crime, dis- 
ease and untimely death. They may 
even experience a grim sort of satis- 
faction when they are told that ninc- 
tenths of the criiuiuals brought before 
the Police -Magistrates are either In- 
dians, or white men who have trans- 
gressed certain Federal laws relating 
to Indians, and that a large majority 
of the convicts who daily drag their 
fettered limbs through the streets are 
aboiigines, who, having been deprived 
of their lands llock to the cities in 
crowds and indulge in every excess. 
The question, VV'hut shall we do with 
our Indians? is assuming every day a 
more grave aspect. The Canadian 
Goverumunt proposo to give each fam- 
ily a fair allotment; to furnish theiq 
with tools to build houses and imple- 
ments to till the land and husband 
tho fruit of the soil, to jdant schools 
with Christian teachers in their midst, 
and to pursue gonorally towards them 
tho same policy that has proved ho 
successful in tho Eastern Provinces. 
We ask any reasonable man or woman 
in the Province if, looking at the 
question from its lowest standpoint, it 
would not bo cheaper — aye, yield a 
profit — to turn the brawn and musclo 
of the Indians among us to useful ac- 
count, than to allow it to run waste in 
chain-gangs and back-slums as it is 
now, and has beon doing ever sinco 
the whitos entered this country in 
search of gold? To make them pro- 
ducers instead of consumers ought to 
be tho aim of our Government; and if 
ceuturios of experience has taught 
older communities that in dealing with 
their natives liberal land conces- 
sions must bo made, it sooins the 
height of presumption for a- Govern- 
ment of tyros like ours to fly in t he 
face of all past experienco and rcfuso 
to allot to oach family more than twen- 
ty acres. It is all very well for Min- 
ister! to rail against tho Indians as 
public nuisancos and oxcrosconces that 
it would bo:i blessing to extermin- 
ate. They are our wards. They 
wore placed on tho soil for some 
wise purpose. Perhaps if wo woro tho 
possessors of Fortunatus' wisliing-cap 
wo might put it on and wish to have 
them transported to a country whore 
tlmy would bo suro to receive kinder 
trealmunt than thoy are likely to re- 



ceive at tho hands of Messrs. Wnlkem 
& Co. But as tho days of miracles and 
fairies are past and gone, tho country 
must address itself to tho prosaic task 
of solving tho Indian problem in a way 
that will secure our wards in tho pos- 
session of their patrimony without do- 
ing an injustice to or inilicting an in- 
jury upon a single white settler. Othor 
communities have had long and ex- 
pensive Indian war). The Eastern 
Provinces by their wise and humane 
land policy bavo escaped such a cala- 
mity with its attendant horrors. Shall 
t bo written of British Columbia that 
she was tho first Provinco of tho Do- 
minion to oppress her natives and the 
last to do them justice ?

Editor Colonist:— Sir— I wish through 
tho columns of your independent journal 
to make a complaint of tho way in which 
unfortunate jurors are used in this col- 
ony, and to solicit your disposition of 
what I consider is a groat injustice to 
tho parties coucorned as well hb tho jur- 
ors. I am ouo of tho Jury that was 
impanelled to try a caso of perjury pre- 
ferred against a Chinaman, tho name of 
Ah Sou, at tho Assizes bofora last, which 
terminated in a disagreement as to the 
verdict (not that I hod tho least doubt 
myself as to tho man's guilt, and after 
hearing tho medical ovidenco in tho caso, 
I cannot imagine how any of my follow 
jurors could come to any other conclu- 
sion,) consequently it was postponed till 
the next Assizes hold in April, when I 
had again to dauco attendance at Court, 
after several days again to be told I was 
not required till the 11th May, oil-'' which 
day I was again notified tho Court was 
still further adjourned till tho 20th May, 
at which date 1 suppose I shall havo to 
lose sovoral more days, (to mo valuable 
time,) perhaps to bo again informed tho 
Court is further adjourned to somo inde- 
finite timo. 

Independently of this there is a much 
greater injustice dono to the threo un- 
fortunate men now undergoing imprison- 
ment for a crime, which if this man is 
convicted, they must bo innocent of and 
therefore should at once bo released. 
Common justice demands this and this 
fact alone ought to bo sufficient to cause 
no dolay taking place.

Eastern States. 

New York, May 13.— There is much 
doubt as to what will become of tho 
negotiations between tho Panama and 
Pacific Mail Co.'s., although tbo 
friends of each sid o insist that there 
no serious obstacle to a satisfactory 
adjustment and that tho delay in reach- 
ing that end will bo but temporary. 
Negotiations wore yesterday said to be 
off entirely. 

Toledo, Os.io.May 13.— -The 'Blade' 
publishes an elaborate crop report 
compiled from statements from fifteen 
points in Ohio, Indiana, Missouri. Il- 
linois, Kansas and Iowa, indicating 
that there has been from a quaiter to 
a third of the winter wheat crop kill- 
ed; but which is nearly oft-set by the 
increased number of acres sowed and 
that the quantity of spring wheat put 
in, if everything keeps favorable, 
brings the whole production up to th o 
average crop. One-fourth of last year 
crop remains in farmers' hands. Tho 
amount of corn put in this year great- 
ly exceeds last year's. 

Lexington, May 14. — The condi- 
tion of Geu. Beckeuridge is unchuutr- 
ed. Ho is unable to converse with 
friends but retains his souses. 
There appears no immediate danger 
of death.

Tho Pope replied 
with feeling, and praised tho Gorman 
clergy and exhorted them to steadfast- 
ness. 

London, May Li,— 5 a.m.— A London 
modieal journal says the youth O'Connor 
who, on tho day of thanksgiving for the 
recovery of the Prinoo of Wales, attempt- 
ed to shoot the Queen, was again arrost- 
od on the 5th instant. Tho Queen was 
holding a Drawingroom in Buckingham 
Palace, when O'Connor was found stand- 
ing at tho same place at the rail from 
which on tho former occasion ho pointed 
his pistol at tho Queen. The arrest was 
quickly made and O'Connor wont to the 
asylum on tho certificate of two physi- 
cians that he had a suicidal and homici- 
dal mind.

Europe. 

London, May 11. — Tho "Times." in 
a leading editorial, says it is believed 
the Czar is resolved to hold most de- 
cided language in favor of tho mairi- 
tainance of peace and uso every effort 
to put a stop to the present alarm if 
possible. It will be said there is noth- 
ing to justify French apprehension; 
but there should bo no mistake, as 
long as present conditions remain 
there must be uneasiness. An out- 
burst of jealousy may precipitate a 
rupture. The Czar is uunble to guar- 
antee that France will not attack Ger- 
many within a few years. Gigantic 
armaments are a menace; while they 
exist it is beyond the power of even 
Imperial peacemakers to allay appre- 
hension.

The Ijoss of the Schiller. 

New York, May 0.— A Herald cable 
special from London May 0th says: All 
day long details of tho Schiller disnstor 
having boon coining to tho London Oll- 
liee from the Herald's correspondents at 
Penzance, the corteous American consu- 
lar agent at Scilla Islands, Mr. Mauxton, 
and ordinary London soul-cos. Unfortu- 
nately no more persons aro reported to 
be saved- Bodies me constantly being 
picked up. Among tho recovered aro 
those of Geo. Leonhardt, Carl Sohmidt, 
Mrs, Reiderer and ohild, Mrs. Becker, 
Mrs. Ridgway. Mrs. Hermine West, five 
men, five women and two children. Al- 
together, 26 bodies have been found. 
Tho total number of lives lost is 811. 
Tho Herald correspondents succeeded in 
interviewing Mr. Poleman, second officer 
of the Schiller, ami Henry Stern and 
Mr. Frain, first class passengers. From 
their narrative thoy gather that the Voy- 
age was moderately good until May 4th. 
Tho last three days it was impossible to 
take observations. The ship was out of 
her course half a milo at the time of tho 
catastrophe. Capt. Thomas wus on deck 
night and day four ontiro days. At 7 o'- 
clock on the ovening of tho T th there was 
a deiiHO fog, the sails woro taken in, the 
engine put on hall speed, and fog bells 
used. Bishop's light was unseen, though 
only half a mile distant. Tho darkness 
was intense at the time. Moist of tho male 
passengers had not rolired, and the usual 
rush for the boats was made, but nearly 
all tho boats woro staved. Ono boat with 
a fow sailors, left tho ship, cowardly ro- 
fusJftg aid. Two boats wero saved. Tho 
captain eudoavored to 6pm pel obodieneo 
by firing his revolver ovor thoir heads. 
D uriiig the two hours six cannon shots 
woro fired, whun tho powder dampened. 
Distress signals, rookets and blue lights 
were unanswered. At midnight tho fog 
lifted iu a " minute, revealing the light- 
house Waves wero sweeping tho decks 
and tarrying away victims. At 2 o'clock 
tho dock- house, with women and children, 
wan swept away, Cries and shriek b of 
victims wore heartrending, Then follow- 
ed a ghastly silence. Aft the smoke- 
stack fell, crashing boiuo of tho boats, 
anil two others were carried away. .The 
remainder followod tho captain to tho 
forward bridge. Each succeeding wave 
took fresh victims. Somo sought rofugo 

At 
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wero on the bridge. .Tho captain descend- 
ed for a moment to lender aid and was 
swept away. Thus perished a bravo man. 
Says Mr. Stome: At this time about ten 
persons were clinging to the rig- 
ging of tho mainmast and 30 to that of tho 
foremast. Tho ship had careened, hal- 
yards touching tho water, and tho tido 
was rising. At 5 o'clock tho fog again 
lifted. The survivors shouted, but their 
cries were unavailing. At 7 oolook the 
mainmast, and at 15 minutes to 8; tho 
foremast, both iron, fell. Then two of 
tho St. Agnes boats enmo and rescued a 
fow who managed to keep aft. It wob re- 
ported yesterday thore wero 103 women 
on board. Tho survivors wore taken to- 
day from Penzance to Plymouth, whence 
thoy will be sen*- forward to Hamburg, 
whero the greataat oxcitoment prevails. 
It is assorted that life-saving bolts woro 
issued to the women. It is certain most 
of the passengers found none. An order 
was given that tho first boat take tho 
women and children. This boat capsized. 
Poleman says soven boats were launched, 
and only two lived. Tho othors staved 
and swamped at onco. Cries for help 
lasted until 3 o'clock. Tho last voice 
heard was that of n little ohild in the 
cabin. It is not probable boals could 
havo lived oven if successfully filled. Tho 
whole number saved is -14, and 30 bodies 
recovered. 

London, May 10.— Tho sea is too heavy 
to-day for boats to approach tho wreck 
of tho steamship Schiller. .No cargo of 
any importance has yet boen recovered. 
Fishermen report the .Schiller firmly 
settled on the rocks and will not fall off 
in deep water. It is difficult to approach 
tho wreck now. Thero will be many days 
in tho summer when salvage may be 
effected. There was a lifu bolt in every 
ono of tho Sehillor's berths - when tho 
disaster occurred. Capt. Thomas issued 
orders that ono should bo fastened to 
every womon, but tho women wero 
drowned by tho heavy sea.

Somo years ago somo emigrants 
from Ohio and Illinois settled in a lit- 
tle town in this State and soon began 
to agitate for tbo erection of a school 
house and tho employment of a teach- 
er. A town meeting was called to 
consider the proposition; and ono of 
tho Northerners made a noet little 
speech, telling of the blessings which 
education had brought with it to Ohio 
and Illinois. When ho had sat down 
an old man iu tho corner arose, gave 
tho customary hitch to his corduroys, 
pushed 'back his hat a trillo, and ans- 
wered thus: '-'Stranger', up in yer 
Ohio State you've got a big peniten- 
tiary full of people, h'aint yer? Well, 
yer'vo got larnin' up thar! Up in yer 
Illinois State yer've got a big peniten- 
tiary full of people; yer'vo got larnin' 
thar! But I've lived hero for thirty- 
seven years in peace and happiness. 
I've raised nine boys and tow gals, and 
sleep perfectly sound 'o night, 'cos I 
ain't 'f raid any of my boys '11 go to 
the penitentiary for forgin' notes, 'cos 
they can't none of 'em write!" [Sen- 
sation in tho audience and sympathy 
manifested.] Another of tho new- 
comers then spoke, arguing in favor 
of education; and then a tall, lunk 
native stood up.nnd "fixing tho North- 
euer with his glitterning oye," made 
his speech. "See hero, mister, ain't 
you the machine man?" ''Yes," said 
h,-; "I did sell somo machines here 
last year." ' ' Wa'al, when the wheat 
got ripe, all tho people went to neigh- 
bor Johnson's to see how yer mowin* 
machine would operate. We got the 
tarnal thing into the field, and neigh- 
bor Johnson he hitched his young Ally 
into the shafts. She always was a 
fractious eritU-r, and the first thing we 
knowed she gave a tlounce ank caught 
neighbor Johnson's boy Bill's leg an' 
out it clean orf ! [Man i -st sensation.] 
Then, mister, in just about two weeks 
j-er pardner came round peddliu' 
wooden legs, and neighbor Johnson 
had to buy ono of them 'ere things. 
Nice eddicated people you are! Yon 
understand it, you do! Fust you sell 
the machines, mid then yer pardner 
he furnishes wooden legs 1" This end- 
ed the matter, and no schoolmaster 
will bo welcomed in that village for 
some time to come.
